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Within  this  volume  we  unfold  the  theme  of  the  pine,  for  it  betokens  not  only  our 
union  with  the  past  but  also  our  promise  to  the  future  —  that  peace  which  we 
have  found  here  at  Good  Counsel  along  the  pathways  that  lead  to  Christ. 
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In  order  to  give  permanency  to  the  sentiments  of  high  regard  in  which  tlic  Reverend  Thomas 
P.  Cahill  is  liehl  at  Good  Counsel  College,  and  to  give  expression  more  durahle  than  words  to  our 
thankfulness  for  his  personal  concern,  helpfulness,  and  spiritual  assistance,  we  seniors  dedicate 
this  Vestigia  to  him. 

For  many  years  Father  Cahill  served  us  in  the  capacity  of  chaplain  and  has  held  a  prominent 
place  among  the  memhers  of  the  faculty,  as  professor  of  Religion.  Two  years  ago  Father's  new 
aj>pointment  to  St.  Francis  de  Sales  Parish  in  New  York  necessitated  his  removal  from  St.  Ber- 
nard's Parish  in  White  Plains.  His  connections  with  our  college,  however,  have  not  been  severed, 
for  he  has  remained  a  loyal  friend  and  spiritual  adviser  and  has  manifested  his  interest  in  us  by 
his  constant  presence  at  our  activities  and  has  continued  to  give  us  spiritual  coinisels  hy  means 
of  his  instructions  in  Religion. 

We  earnestly  feel  that  the  dedication  of  this  volume  to  Father  Cahill  is  hut  a  small  acknowl- 
edgement in  view  of  the  many  services  he  has  rendered  us.  hut  coupled  with  it  is  the  heartfelt 
appreciation  of  a  grateful  class.

IN       MEMORIAM

Our  hearts  are  filled  with  sadness  over  the  unexpected  deatli  of  our  late  heloved 
lionorary  President  and  one  of  our  dearest  friends,  the  Right  Reverend  Monsifi- 
nor  Joseph  A.  Breslin,  D.D.   It  was  a  privilege  for  us  to  know  and  love  him. 

Monsignor  Breslin"s  career  was  one  which  earned  for  him  great  esteem  and 
distinction.  His  elevation  to  the  priesthood  took  place  in  Rome  in  1913.  The 
following  year  he  received  his  Doctorate  of  Divinity.  During  the  first  World  War 
he  entered  the  chaplain  corps,  and  in  token  of  his  courage  and  heroic  self-sacri- 
fice was  presented  with  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal.  In  France  where  he 
was  chaplain  at  the  camp  at  St.  Nazaire,  he  achieved  an  enviahle  record.  Upon 
his  return  to  the  United  States,  he  was  assigned  to  St.  Joseph's  Church,  Manhat- 
tan where  he  remained  ten  years.  His  interest  in  the  young  of  the  parish  was 
widespread  and  his  troops  of  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts  were  the  largest  units  then  in 
the  United  States. 

In  1925  Monsignor  Breslin  was  re-called  to  Rome  where  he  hecame  vice  Rector 
of  the  North  American  College,  a  post  which  entailed  serving  as  host  to  many 
dignitaries  visiting  tlie  Vatican  City.  In  1926  the  late  Pope  Pius  XI  conferred 
upon  him  the  honor  of  Private  Chamherlain  to  the  Holy  Father  with  the  title  of 
Very  Reverend  Monsignor.  In  1936  he  was  raised  to  the  rank  of  Domestic  Prelate 
mth  the  title  of  Right  Reverend  Monsignor.  In  Deceml)er  of  that  year  he  re- 
turned to  the  United  States  and  the  late  Patrick  Cardinal  Hayes  appointed  him 
pastor  of  the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  in  White  Plains.  In  January  1940 
he  was  appointed  Dean  of  Westchester  County  hy  our  heloved  Cardinal  Spellman 
and  at  that  time  assumed  the  responsihilities  of  honorary  President  of  our  col- 
lege, succeeding  his  late  hrother,  the  Right  Reverend  Monsignor  Patrick  N. 
Breslin,  D.D. 

In  Vt'hitc  Plains  Monsignor  Breslin  was  active  in  youth  work  and  helped  to 
form  the  huge  Catholic  \  outh  Organization.  He  lahorcd  for  years  for  the  estah- 
lishment  of  a  Catholic  hoys'  high  school  and  spent  himself  in  the  campaign 
launched  recently  for  the  Arehhishop  Stepinac  High  School  for  hoys. 

Monsignor  Breslin  was  held  in  deepest  affection  here  at  Good  Coinisel  and  his 
name  will  he  retained  forever  in  henediction.  First  and  foremost  a  priestly  priest, 
he  manifested  toward  us  on  all  occasions  his  imfailing  kindness,  symj)athy,  gener- 
osity, loyalty,  and  tieep  interest  in  our  college.  We  keenly  feel  his  passing,  hut 
we  shall  ever  keep  alive  the  memory  of  those  outstanding  qualities  which  en- 
deared him  to  our  hearts.  May  we  ever  honor  him  hy  remaining  true  to  the  ideals 
he  held  so  dear.
